None of the cited prior-art documents teaches or fairly suggests inducing flexibility in the peptide or peptidornimetic 
compound by reversible N-substitution or by forcing a cis amide bond conformation using a cis-amide bond surrogate 
to facilitate cyclisation or the presence of a covalently-bonded group of atoms cromprising a reactive functionality. 

Accordingly, the claimed subject matter is novel and involves an inventive step. 

The claimed subject matter has industrial applicability because of the purported uses thereof. 
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
